RESULT OF N.R.A. CODE 
Washington. 
National recovery will increase 
the cust of construction 100 per 
cent in some sections. It was 
generally admitted that the 


Codeg which are now being fram-, 


ed and which must be in opera- 
tion not later than January 1 
Iwill buost the price of every type 
of building. 

These Codes provide for fewer 
hours of Jabour, increased em- 
ployment, which naturally means 
higher material ‘ prices, all of 
which combine to put up the 
price of the little home as well 
us the towerlng skyscraper. 

But since the skyscraper is 


not likely to be a factor in the 
contruction industry for some 
tme, the Jittle house, of which 


hundreds of  thouurands sre 
needed, will feel the burden of 
the rising cost of construction.

cost would be from 20 to 6 per

Un the gite of the Empire Ex- 
hibition at Wembley there is to 
be constructed what is claimed 


_ |will be probably the world’s larg- 


est swimming pool and an Em- 
pire Sports Arena, 

The building is to be complet- 
ed by next July, and the first big 
programme to be staged will be 
the acquatic events of the British 
Empire Games. 

The whole of the financial ar- 
rangements in connection with 
the project have been cumpleted, 
and the sum of £160,000, the 
estimated cost of construction, 
is being provided by Wembley 
Stadium Ltd., of which company 
Lord Mottistone, better remem- 
bered ax Major-Gen. Seely. is 
chairman. 


Sir Evan Owen Wiliams has 
designed a building to house the 
pool and the arena, which will 
be run jn conjunction with the 
Stadium. Qut of un estate oc- 
cupying approximately nine 
acres, the new building will cover 
an aren of two acres: 2 space 
nearly half as large again as that 
ocepied by the Albert Hall. 

The length of the building will 
be 420 ft., and its width 240 ft. 
It will have a roof-span of 240ft. 
—80ft wider than the main hall 
of Olympia. The arena will be 
300ft long by 80ft wide. and the 
swimming pool 200ft. in length 
and 60ft wide, with a maximum 
depth of water of 16ft.

The second yolume of Mr. Lloyd 
George's Memoirs is much more in- 
teresting than the first, and that for 
two reasons. 

The interest of a thrice-told tale 
is only ‘approached when we reach 
the stern realities of ‘the hour. and 
Mr. Lloyd George has scattered 
throughout this volume his personal 
apophthegms, in which he does not 
spare his opponents. 

For myself, I have only one 
opinion about the war, which 1 ex- 
pressed in 1914, and which I still 
hoid. 1 cannot understand how 
Enghsh statesmen, after the Ruaso- 
Japanese war of 1905, ever thought 
that Russia was a reliable ally.
